Talking of co 
glancing at the fi 
ONSL table for the year 
just ended one cannot 
help but notice a quite 
interesting transtorma- 
tion that has taken place 
in our game. 

In the 13 years since 
the league kicked off in 
1977, no less than seven 
championships — near- 
ly half of them, were 
taken out by teams 
under the direction of 
British coaches. 

Yer this year with the

I'm not that sure what 
all this indicates but it 
may be more than just 
Coincidence that, while 
most State Directors of 
Coaching come from 
Britain, nearly all our 
successful leading clubs 
now rely on coaches 
who learned their craft 
elsewhere. 

If these clubs are set- 
ting a standard for 
others to follow, Aus- 
tralian soccer could well 
be on the verge of 
breaking the shackles 
which have previously 
seen it locked under a 
prolonged British domi- 
nance,
